PENSION FOR LANFORD 

_ FAVORED BY CHAMBERS 
Immediate Reorganization 
of Department Is Urged. 
Other Detectives Trying 
to “Feather Nests,” Says 
Lanford. 


Intimations that an attempt would 
be made to retire’ or demote Chief 
Newport A. Lanford, of the Atlanta de- 
tective department without regard to 
the action of the aldermen in holding 
up his pension, and his denial that he 
had ever used any liquor seized by the 
police or given any away save on or- 
ders from his superiors featured Fri- 
day’s sessions of the council investi- 
gating committee. 

Chief Lanford’s denial was in direct 
conflict with the testimony given by 
many witnesses at the hearing and 
brought from Councilman Claude kL 
Ashley, of the fourth ward, the state- 
ment: 

“T am surprised that Chief Lanford 
testifies that he does not know of the 
councilmen and commissioners getting 
liquor when practically all the wit- 
nesses have linked him up and made 
him king bee in all the evidenge.” 

Chief Lanford’s Tepiy was that the 
charges against him were made by 
men on the force who were trying to 
feather their own nests and that they 
would not dare face him with the ac- 


cusations. 


How U.S. Engineers 
Held the Boches, 
Tech “Grad”. Tells

Tallapoosa, Ge., May 10.—( Special.) 
How the American engineers fought 
the Boches to a standstill, in the on- 
slaught on the British some weeks ago, 
one egection of them holding a trench 
for six days and seven nights under 
heavy shelifire, is spiritedly told by 
Clifford Howe in a letter to his father, 
A. V. Howe, of this city, which has just 
been received. 

Young Howe is a graduate of the 
Georgia School of Technology, class of 
1914, and had already established a4 
name for himself as an expert en- 
gineer when he enlisted. By a pecu- 
liar coincidence, The Buffalo Evening 
News printed his picture as.a member 
of the Buffalo Society of Technical En- 
gineers in the same issue with its ac- 
count of gallant conduct Jn action of 
the forces with which he was asso- 
ciated, although there waa no inkling 
then that he was one of the fighters. 

Mr. and Mra Howe have two other 
sons in France, also Tech boys, who 
are just as busy with the infantry and 
artillery branches as Clifford is with 
the engineers. 

The Letter. 

Clifford is a member of Company D, 
Sixth engineers’ regiment. His letter 
follows: 

“Dear Dad: Have been so very busy 
for the past three weeks that I haven't 
had time to write you oftener. I sup- 
pose you know more about the German 
drive and the (cut out by censor) than 
I do, for I took part in the retreating 
part of it. Our dompany was scattered 


in working parties not far behind the 
lines, and we heard the terrific bom- 


bardment that preceded the drive. We 


waited so long that we had to leave in 
such a hurry -that a good many men

back quite a distance and rested for 
two days, until all stragglers had been 
collected, when we started back to- 
ward the front.

Mr. Hatcher, on the other hand, indi- 
cated that he would oppose the pension, 
and sought by questions asked of Mr. 
Chambers and others to 
whether or not Lanford’s present ina- 
bility was due as much to the use of 
whisky as to injuries Chief Lanford 
claims to have received while perform- 
ing his duties. 

Commissioner Chambers admitted 
that in his opinion Lanford was ineffi- 
cient,-and questions came from several 
members of the corgmittee seeking to 
establish the cause of the chief’s inabil- 
ity to operate the detective department 
on an efficient basis. 

“I attribute the fact thgt Lanford is 
mot able to perform his duties as he 
ghould to his physical conditions,” said 
Mr. Chambers, “and stated that the men 
in the department had lost confidence 
in the chief. “He is afflicted with 
Bright’s disease, which produces slow- 
ness of thought, and he is also nervous, 
making him unfit in his present phys- 
jcal state to administer the office of 
chief of detectives,” declared Mr. Cham- 


bers, and when he was asked by Chair-, 
man Hatcher whether or not “slowness | 


of thought” could be attributable also 
to whisky drinking, the witness failed 
to qualify as a medical expert. 

Lack of Confidence. 

Councilman Ashley then asked the 
witness the . following hypothetical 
question: “Do you think if the evi- 
dence we have heard as to Lanford’s 
participation in the confiscated ‘white 
stimulation’ is substantiated that it 
would be a cause for a lack of con- 
fidence in the chief?”

If a veto is made; it is thus seen 
that four years must elapse before 
the time limit as adopted can become 
effective at all, but many men think 
it improbable that a veto will be of- 
fered.

By Daring Raid British Sink 
Concrete-Laden Cruiser

New York, May 10.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—German submarine operations

‘have been seriously hampered for a 


time, if not rendered impossible by a 
Aawrpleine raid made on the harbor by the 


.British Friday morning. An official 
statement issued by the British admi- 
ralty says the channel leading out of 


the inner harbor has been completely - 


blocked by the hulk of the old cruiser 
Vindictive, which was maneuvered into 
position under heavy fire and then sunk 
by bombs. It appears, however, that 
there is some doubt that the entire 


| channel is blocked, one report saying

The German official statement con- 
cerning the raid says the attempt was

It is pointed out that the obstruc- 
tion in the channel at Ostend will tend 
to eventually close the harbor through 
the action of the tides and the rapid 
filling up of the harbor. 

If Ostend and Zeebrugge are re- 
moved as ports from which the German 
U-boats may be operated, the Germans 
apparently will be compelled to with- 
draw their submersibles to their home 
ports. In this connection it is inter- 
esting to note that a week ago it was 
announced that the greates ine field 
known to naval operations had; been 
planted in the North sea to combat the 
submarine. It was officially stated

- Wooden Passenger Coach, 
Crowded With Troops, 


Jumps a Trestle at Camp 
- Jackson. 


ACCIDENT WAS CAUSED 
. BY A SPREADING RAIL 
80 Men in Coach, and It Is 
Thought Miraculous That 
Any Escaped -- The Vic- 
tims Belonged to 32Ist 
Infantry. i: 


Columbia, 8. C., May 10.—WDight sol- 
Giers were killed and 26 more or less 
Seriously injured when a wooden pas- 
Senger coach, loaded with soldiers of 
the 32ist infantry jumped a trestle at 
Camp Jackson this morning. 

The soldiers had just entrained for 
Camp Sevier at Greenville and the train 
was pulling out of the camp at a very 
low rate of speed. As it approached 
@ trestle a big steel coach struck a 
spreading rail. This hurled the wood- 
en coach immediately in front down 
the embankment. The front part of 
the coach jumped the track, but the 
car did not turn over. The wooden 
eoach was badly demolished and it is 
considered very miraculous that any 
of the eighty men in it escaped alive. 

The hospital train at the camp was 
called out immediately after the wreck 
and in twenty minutes all of the men 
had been removed and the injured were 
in the base hospital.

action to be “his personal friendship 
with President Wilson, whom he stated 
he could do anything with.” 

With Borglum was associated, ac- 
cording to the documents, Hugo C. 
Gibson, an employee of the British min- 
istry of munitions of war in the Unit- 
ed States, located in New York, wh 
was to share in the deal. . 

‘A formal statement by Kenyon W. 
Mix., of the Dodge Manufacturing com- 
pany, of Indiana, setting forth a de- 
tailed account of his negotiations with 
the two men, is among the papers put 
into the congressional record. They 
were represented by Senator Thomas, 
of Colorado, a member of the senate 
military committee, who has been par- 
ticularly active in connection with the 
aircraft agitation. 

Known Since Last January. 

The Mix statement shows that gov- 
ernment officials, including Vice Pres- 
ident Marshall and Howard E. Coffin, 
former head of the aircraft board, have 
had most of the information disclosed 
teday since last January. There is 
no indication, however, that it reached 
President Wilson himself at that time 
or that the president knew of its ex- 
istence until several weeks ago when 
he called a halt upon the scluptor’s in- 
vestigations in his name. 

All of the decuments submitted by 
Senator Thomas as well as much other 
data from the war department have 


been placed in the hands of Assistant 
Attorgey Generali Frierson, who has 
just started the inquiry ordered by the 
president into charges of graft, dis- 
loyalty and incompetence in the gov- 
ernment aircraft. These charges, re- 
ferred to first in capitol cloakroom 
gossip and finally on the floor of the 
senate, have been attributed largely 
80 assertions of Borglum. 

With the Mix statement there was 
filed today a copy of a formal state- 
ment accusing Borglum, made to the 
military intelligence section of the 
army general staff late in January by 
Henry Harrison Suplee, Mix’s consult- 
ing engineer, and who participated in 
many of the conferences on the subject 
of the proposed corporation, with Bor- 
glum and Gibson, described by his chief. 
The latter said he became suspicious 
when he visited Borglum in Washing- 
ton during January and was shown 
President Wilson's letter authorizing 


the investigation by the sculptor, and 
decided then to report the whole mat- 
ter to the government authorities. 


Evidence of ‘German Influneces. 


There are intimations that a great 
deal of information bearing on Bor- 
glum’s activities and motives has been 
assembled by the army intelligence 
service. There is an unconfirmed re- 
port in official circles that evidence of 
German influences in some form will 
be brought to light when the full story 
is revealed. f 

The documents which have been sup- 
plied from the official files of the war 
department, are now in the hands of 
senators, most intimately connected 
with the aircraft investigation, who de- 
clare that Borglium continued his nego- 
‘tiations after President Wilson author- 
ized him to make an inquiry into the 
aircraft situation. 

A summary of the negotiations signed 
by Henry Harrison Suplee, who par- 
ticipated as a consulting engineer for 
Mix, declared Borglum was to be rep- 
resented in the corporation by a Mr. 
Harris and that Borglum’s sole as- 
set in the transacticn was to. be first, 
his personal friendship and associa- 
tion with President Wilson, whom, he 
sta ~S he ‘could do anything he wanted 
with.” 


Borglum Boasted of Position. 


“As a further asset,” Suplee’s state- 
ment declares, “Borglum gave every- 
one concerned in this matter to under- 
stand that his posjtion with the air- 
craft production board and the aerial 
section of the signal corps, U. &. 
was such that he could obtain for their 
use plans and technical details with 
this company could use and thus save 
considerably, both in time and money 
in beginning operations.” 

The document also declared Borgium 
told Mix that “through his friendship 
with the white house and acquaintance 
with Mr. Gibson, the engineer in the 
employ of the British ministry of mu- 
nitions, he would have access to the 
best foreign and American designs and 
practices.” ss 

This statement, the documents show, 
was made to Mix after Borglum had 
shown his presidential authority as 
investigator and at this point the sus- 
picions of Mix were aroused and he 
withdrew from the negotiations. 


Statement by Suplee. 
The statement by Suplee, in the war 
department official files, is in part as 
follows: 


‘1, That in all the relations con- 
cerning the matter of promotion of 
stock company for the manufacture of 
air planes, during which I was pres- 
ent at several conferences, with the 
projectors of this enterprise, as con- 
sulting engineer, I desire to state there 
was never any other understanding of 
this project, but that Mr. Borglum was 
to be represented in the corporation 
by Mr. Harris and that his sole asset 
in the transactions was to be, first, his 
personal friendship and association with 
President Wilson, whom he stated he 
could do anything he wanted with. 

“2. As a further asset in this com- 
mercial venture, Mr. Borglum stated, 
and gave every one concerned in this

‘matter to understand, that his position 


with the aircraft production board and 
the aerial section of the signal corps, 
U. S. A., was such that he could obtain 
for their use plans and technical de- 
tails which this company could use 
and thus save considerably, both in 
time and money in beginning opera- 
tions. 

‘3. That one of the partners of this 
concern was to have been Hugo C. 
Gibson, who is connected with the Brit- 
ish ministry of war in the United 
States, offices at 120 Broadway, New 
York city, who proposed that certain 
patents which he controlled would be 
used by this company, and who also 
stated that he weuld be able to in- 
fluence orders for airships in such 
a way that this company might re- 


ceive the benefit therefrom. 


“4. That I was given to understand 
by Mr. Borglum that the present per- 
sonnel of the aircraft board was high- 
ly distasteful to him and he was con- 
stantly criticizing their work. That 
he definitely proposed to change. the 
personnel by virtue of his friendship 
with President Wilson and that he 
asked me to suggest members for the 
new board which would be more friend- 
ly to him in his projects. That I avoid- 
ed giving him any definite answers 
along this line. That in the event of 
a newly constituted aircraft board 
being formed, there would be no dif- 
ficulty in securing advantage to the 
proposed organization. 


What Mix Says. 


A statement by Mix, made as was 
Suplee’s, to the army intelligence serv- 
ice, takes up his story of the pro- 
posed aircraft corporation when he en- 
countered on a train en route to Wash- 
ington on December 8, 1917, two men 
who later turned out to be Borglum 
and Gibson. He says he was attract- 
ed by their conversation as to the 
progress of the Dayton-Wright Air- 
craft company on government con- 
tracts, and on getting into conversa- 
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tion with them” himself later told of 
the desire of his own co , the 
Dodge Manufacturing company, to en- 
ter the field of aircraft production. 

“These two men intimated to me, 
Mix’s statement continues, “that they 

plane 
which would be faster and steadier in 
the air than the Albatross and which

(The statement says the Dodge Man- 
ufacturing company had designs for 
the Albatross machine which it had in- 
tended to develop.) : 

“Having at that time the interest of 
the Dodge Manufacturing company in 
mind, and being particularly anxious 
to become a part of any organization 
which goes into the manufacture of air- 
ships having monocoque fusilages; I 
led these gentlement to believe that 
we would welcome any suggestions 
which would furnish the design and 
power plant for high speed scouts. 

‘Mr. Borglum and Mr. Gibson were 
very insistent that I call upon them in 
New York on my way-up from Wash- 
ington, which I did on Décember 18, 
1917. I did not see Mr. Borglum, but 
talked to him over the long distance 
telephone at Stamford. He insisted, 
that I see Mr. Gibson at once. I did 
so and learned from Mr. Gibson that 
Mr. Borglum had certain confidential 
connections with the government which 
would be to otr advantage as well as 
to his own.” 

Letter Written to Gibson. 


Mix then describes his talk with Mr. 
Gibson and attaches a copy of a let- 
ter he wrote to Mr. Gibson giving de- 
tails of the capacity of the Dodge plant 
and again laying stress on the fact} 
that design and power plant for a type 
of plane was all the company lacked 
to begin manufacturing. He then in- 
serts the following copy of a telegram 
from Borglum, dated Stamford, Conn., 
December 31, 1917: 

“Like your suggestion to Gibson. 
Write me fully part you and your com- 
pany can play. I have a staff of ex- 
perts with the best foreign experience 
who can come close to delivery one 
hundred per cent article. Necessary 
can arrange finances also with the best 
New York banks. Washington is watch- 
ful, but waiting overtime. Your idea 
and mine should be rushed. to the limit.

five hundred of swiftest machines in 
the world by May 1, but not a minute 
can be lost, not a minute during the 
next ninety days. A happy New Year 
to you.” 

Mix also described a conference in 
Gibson's office where details of the 
plan were talked over with Harris 
representing Borglum.. 

“The relative proportion of stock in 
the company was not discussed,” Mix 
said, “it being the opinion of Mr. Gib- 
son and Mr. Harris that Mr. Borglum 
should be consulted before this appor- 
tionment was made.” 

yMix hesitated to commit himself 
finally as he did not know Borglum’s 
connections at Washington and on Jan- 
uary 15 called on Borglum here when 
he was shown: Borglum’s letter from 
the president. 

“Borglum informed me that they had 
uncovered enough rottenness in the 
signal corps and in the aircraft produc- 
tion board to make impossible the suc- 
cess of the American air program un- 
der the present regime,” Mix said. “He 
seemed to particularly condemn Colo- 
nel E. A. Deeds, making various ex- 
treme charges against him and also 
against Colonel Montgomery.” 


Pointed Question to Borglum. 


At a later conference, Mix says, he 
asked Borglum just what was to be 
gained by the exposure of these men 
and how he expected to serve the coun- 
try “by tearing down that for which 
he had no substitute to offer.” 

“Mr. Borglum protested he did not 
want to tear down the present or- 
ganization of the aircraft board,” con- 
tinues Mix, “but that he would build 
up a structure around it composed of 
men of unquestionable business meth- 
ods and who would rush the-American 
air program to rapid completion. 

“Mr. Borglum stated that he did not 
know at that time‘fhow to build scout 
planes or any other aircraft which 
could be depended upon to surpass 
those now being constructed, but that 
through his friendship with the white 
house and acquaintance with Mr. Gib- 
son, the engineer in the employ of the 
British ministry of munitions, he 
would have access to the best foreign 
and American designs and practices. He 
then asked me to make suggestions as 
to oa new personnel for the aircraft 
board and.to suggest such men as I 
thought would be able to carry through . 
the program rapidly and efficiently.” 

“At this point I became suspicious. 
not of Mr. Borglum’s methods, but of 
his ability to aid the country by work- 
ing along the lines he had suggested 
during the afternoon and evening con- 
ferences. 

“I decided something was radically 
wrong. The thought occurfed to me 
that possibly this man, through his 
friendship with the president, had cb- 
tained authority which makes him de- 
cidedly dangerous to the interests of 
the country, and that he might remove, 
from activity those people now respon-: 
sible for the industrial development of 
aircraft without a hope of sultstituting . 
in their stead a new force.” 

Borglum Talked Freely. 

(Mix here stated he was. surprised 
that Borglum had talked over so free- 
ly these confidential war plans of the 
country and feared that “through the 
medium of gossip our aircraft program 
became known to the enemy.” 

“T thought it best,” Mix continued, 
“to drop all discussion of it (the ew 
inasmuch as Mr. Borglum 
did not have the designs to submit for 
construction, but was probably relying 
upon his official powers to requisition 
and get certain information from the 
government which could be turned over 
to the new company for construction.” 

Mix says he told Suplee, who accom- 
anied him, that he proposed to lead 
Borglum on, pretending to be very anx- 
ious to start the company. He again 
saw the sculptor, he adds, with the 
purpose of seeing “whether or not Mr. 
Borglum was willing to use his official 
authority as a means to further a pri- 
vate interest.” 

After conference with Borglum, Mix 
decided he should disclose the whole 
matter to the government. On adwicée 
of a friend, he went to Howard Cof- 
fin, and told him without reserve on 
January 16 of all that had transpired. 

Taking up again the plans of rags 
lum and Gibson, Mix states that the, 
confidence of the two in their ability 
to build speed scouts acceptable to the, 
government impressed him and he con-, 
sidered extending his plans for mann-. 
facture. He attaches a copy of a let-. 
ter to Borglum dated January 4, in 
which the proposal for a new company 
composed of manufacturers of compo- | 
of airplanes appears for the 
first time. Mix explains that the Dodge 
people would not have cared to share, 
ownership in veneer patents and proc- | 
esses any more than Borglum and: Gib-! 
son would have cared to share perma-. 
nently their interests in design and 
power plant. Before the letter was 
mailed, however, Borglum wired on 
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January 4: 
“Did vou get my wire. Have you re-'! 

i 
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plied. When are you in New York or 
Washington. Reply Stamford, Conn. 
" Mix Bought Plant. | 

Mix decided not to send his letter, . 
but instead wired that he had just’! 
bought the plant of the Gillette Motors ; 
company adjoining the Dodge veneer | 
plant and believed he had provided for | 
body and wing construction, for land-, 
ing and assembly and for all fittings | 
and accessories, He added 

“If you can supply design as men- | 
tioned in your wire and propeller, there 
seems to be no reason why immediate 
operations could not be started.” 

On January 6 Borglum wired Mix: | 

“J leave for Washington on serious | 
business. Can you see me there at 
earliest possible date. Address me 
Metropolitan club.”’ 

The next day Borglum wired from 


Washington: 


Bring draw- 


ings, photos or other portable data of 
swift foreign planes. See Gibson in 
New York.” . 

“On January 9, 1918,” Mix’s statement 
continued “I called Mr. Gibson at the 
British ministry by telephone and was 
instructed to meet him in the after- 
noon at the office of Mr. Compton, an 
éngineer, on the eighteenth floor of the 
Hudson Terminal building. H. H. 
Suplee accompanied me on this visit.” 

Compton, Mix understood, was a de- 
signer in the employ of Borglum and 
Gibson, and at his office there was also 
a Lieutenant Roberts, of the British 
army, who said he was invalided out 
of the service and available for private 
enterprises. 

“Mr. Gibson stated to me,” the Mix 
statement continues, “in this confer- 
ence that Mr. Borglum’s connection 
was with the highest authorities in the 
American government, and showed me 
a telegram from a man by the name of 
Nichols, stating that Mr. Borglum 
could put through anything that had 
merit. Mr. Gibson also stated that Mr. 
Borglum could not in any way be iden- 
tifled with the new company openly, 
and that his interest would be repre- 
sented by Mr. Harris, whom he wished 
me to meet on the following day. He 
told me that Mr. Borglum was doing 
big things in Washington, but that it 
was up to Mr. Borglum to explain for 
himself what they were.’”’ 

When he was satisfied that his sus- 
picions were well foundted, Mix calle 
his father’s friend, F. S. Hardesty, 
this city, into conference. A _ portion ' 
of the facts were laid before Mr. Cof- | 
fin, but the source of the information ' 
Was concealed. Later the facts were; 
disclosed fully to Mr. Coffin and Gen- | 
eral Squier. - | 


Letter From British Agent. 


The statement was prepared by Mr. 
Mix in Mr. Hardesty’s office and he 
notes that while he was writing it a 
letter arrived for him, a copy of which 
he attaches. 

This letter is on the stationery of the 
British ministry of munitions in war in 
U. S.A. Under date of New York, Jan- 
uary 16, and addressed to Mr. Mix, it 
says: 

“Dusenburg states that it is Italian, 
about 550 (a peculiar mark here prob- 
ably means horsepower, referring to 
ahi airplane engine), being built to spe- 
cial order of government United States 
and won’t say any more. | 

“This looks interesting; 
you and Mr. B.

The letter is signed Hugo C. Gibson. 

In concluding his statement, Mix 
says that on January 20 he called on 
Vice President Marshall and laid full 
details of the transactions with Borg- 
lum before him. The papers were re- 
turned to Mix, “with Mr. Marshall’s 
assurance that he had taken the mat- 
ter up ‘with Secretary Baker, and that 
it would be attended to in detail.” 

Other documents, dated as far back 
as September 14, show that Borglum at 
that time was working on airplane in- 
ventions. A letter from Borglum to 
General Squier regarding an airplane’! 
braké device was also sent to the pres- 
ident. In a postscript longer than, the 
original letter Borglum talks of two 
new forms of planes which he said he 
had perfected as to their major prob- 
lems. 

“IT believe,” he says, “and am pre- 
pared to make good that belief, that 
twenty of my battle planes, forty of my 
fighting planes, and twenty of the 
smaller swift scouting machines could 
be built and delivered to the govern- 
ment within six months. Such a fleet 
could deliver 100,000 pounds of high ex- 
plosives on either Zeebrugge or Heligo- 
land or .Kiel canal nightly for a week 
without special danger to itself. 


Borglum Wanted Contract. 


“I will go further. I will, if the 
government will order such a fleet, 
agree to deliver such a fleet a thou- 
sand miles by continuous flight from 
the base of manufacture ready for 
duty, and provide bonds for the faithful 
performance of all reements.” 

This project was fered before Bor- 
glum had intereste@ himself in the 
activities of the signal corps and air 
board, and he described his planes as 
‘tube planes.” Apparently all of the 
correspondence was sent to the signal 
corps and the project was turned down, 
it is said, by Colonel Deeds. 

In transmitting the letter to the pres- 
ident, Borglum took occasion to object

GIBSON DEFENDS 
SELF AND BORGLUM. 
New York, May 10.—Hugo C. Gibson, 
who is an assistant here in the muni- 
ions purchasing department f the 
ritish military mission, issued a state- 
ment late today defending himself and

disclosures made in Washington of 
Borglum’s alleged activities in aircraft 
schemes. 

“Mr. Borglum washed his hands of 
all connections with negotiations look- 
ing to our organization of an airplane 
manufacturing enterprise as soon as 
President Wilson granted him authority 
to investigate the handling of aircraft 
production,” said Mr. Gibson, in making 
public his statement, which was type- 
written. He added that had the cor- 
poration that was discussed ever reach- 
ed the point of actual! organization, he 
intended to be a stockholder and de- 
clared that “in the end, I think a good 
financial reason-.will be found for these 
charges being made. I believe there 
may be ample reason for certain per- 
sons to consider”“it desirable to head 
off or choke the inquiry which Mr. 
Borglum started.” 

Gibson explained further that in 1911 
and 1912 he was engaged in the manu- 
facture of airship propellers in this 
city and that a mutual friend intro- 
duced him to Borglum, who was inter- 
ested in airplanes and propeller design- 
ing. 

“Borglum was actuated wholly by 
patriotic motives in ¢he investigation 
he undertook, because he was one of 
those who were crazed by the rotten 
manner in which the aircraft program 
was being handled,” he asserted. 


Denies Suplee’s Story. 

In his formal statement, Gibson de- 
nied that he had told H. H. Suplee that 
he had: “authority or opportunity” to 
influence orders for airships and dis- 
claimed any knowledge of Rorglum’s 
“confidential” connections with the gov- 
ernment which were referred to in the 
Suplee statement. He declared Borg- 
lum would have been valuable in the 
proposed enterprise only because of his 
ideas on propeller designeng. . 

The statement, prepared after he 
had listened to questions, follows: 

‘Mr. Borglum, in December, intended 
to engage in a commercial enterprise 
in which I should have been interested. 
Aftef he had received authority from 
President Wilson to investigate the air- 
craft situation, he withdrew entirely 
from any of the tentative arrangements 
being made for that commercial en- 
terprise, giving as his reason to me 
that he considered dual activity as 
entirely incompatible with the position 
he then found himself in. Since he 
made that statement to me, he has not 
even discussed the proposed commer- 
cial undertaking and in fact has con- 
sistently avoided any discussion when 
I have touched upon the subject in con- 
vérsation. 

“TI do not understand the object of 
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the statement purporting to come from 
Henry Harrison Suplee. I met him on 
not more than two occasions and had 
neither authority nor opportunity, nor 
did I say I could or might influence 
orders for airships. 

“In reply.to a question: I have some 
patents which would have been one 
of the bases of that commercial en- 
terprise. 

“In reply to a question as to the Mix 
affidavit: Mr. Borgium had no confi- 
dential connections with the govern- 
ment that I know of at the time. 

“In reply to a question as jo why

AVIATION CAMP 


Americus, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)— 
In order to facilitate the completion 
of hangars and other buildings at 
Southern field, the Hardaway Construc- 
tion company, which has the contract 
for building the big aviation canton- 


ment here, has put on a night force 
and the work is to be rushed to com- 
pletion as quichty as possible. 

The camp is already 85 per cent fin- 
ished, an much heavy machinery, 
which is to be installed there, con- 
tinues to arrive daily.

The state- 
ments showing earnings and surplus made 
by Mr. Atkinson, which so fully demonstrate 
the absolute lack of justification for in- 
creased rates, are taken from the printed 
reports of the railroad commission of Geor- 
gia. The dividends of the electric company 
are shown in Poor’s Manual—e standard 
publication which derives its information 
almost entirely from oe ay cee a of 
the companies submittin o it. 

The sole purpose of the committee is to 
protect and serve the interests of the com- 
munity, and with thie in mind we shall 
from time to time, as our investigation pro- 
gresses, submit the facts to the public. 

At this time, it may interest the public 
to know that in 1912 the power company 
filed a petition with the railroad commis- 
sion to iasue $15,000,000 of common stock, 
$2,000,000 of first preferred stock and $10,- 
000,000 of second preferred stock. 

On March 3, 1912, the Georgia Rallway 
and Electric company. in a letter to its 
stockholders, stated thet upon indorsement 
of the certficiates of stock in the electric 
company the holders would receive $3.12% 
in par value of the first preferred shares of 
the power company for each share of stock 
represented by the indorsed certificates. 

As to what became of the $15,000,000 of 
common stock issued at the same time, the 
following excerpts taken from the record 
of the hearing before the railroad commis- 
sion of Georgia may be of interest: 


Mr. Spalding’s Statement, 


“Mr. Spalding—I make the statement in 
open court that the question was asked by 
the chairman and by different members of 
the board, and that it was explicitly and 
amply stated that that whole $10,000,000 of 
common stock went as a bonus, and that 
the commission was fully advised of it from 
the beginning.

In my own behalf, I beg space for a brief 
reply to the attack of the committee of 
stockholders of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company. 

I regard the publication of the commit- 
tee of stockholders as being a neat piece 
of camouflage and take it as true that the 
pesiontions emanate from the office of Mr. 

- & Arkwright, president, etc., of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, and 
other allied menopolies. Mr. Arkwright ob- 
vious] yseeks to turn the matter of rate in- 
vestigation into a persona! controversy. In 
this, he will be disappointed. The public 
@re not interested in his opinion of the com- 
mittee, or the individual miembers thereof. 
They are interested only in the facts which 
they produce. 

Cagual statements in friendly conversa- 
tion about the proposed double track to 
Camp Gordon cannot in any way illustrate 
the present issue. In fact, the two issues 
are entirely distinct. In so far as the double 
track question may be relevant at all, it 
should be stated that the committee of 
council on that question on investigation 
found that the Georgia Railway and Power 
company refused to carry out their solemn 
promise and agreemtfent to build this track. 
They were willing, in order to save the 
present investment of a few dollars, to vio- 
late a solemn agreement; to deny the troops 
of the United States government a reason- 
able accommodation, and to dény the mer- 
chants of the city of Atlanta a prospect of 
custom to which they were entitled. 

These references to me are again nothing 
but a piece of camouflage. The arts of 
camoufiage have progressed exceedingly, but 
the science of detection has made rapid 
strides also. I will leave the discovery to 
the judgment of the public. 

As I see it, the exact point of issue is 
this: The public is willing to pay a fair 
return upon the capital, honestly and judi- 
clously expended in these enterprises, but 
nothing more. The committee expects, by 
their investigation,-to revea] these facts. It 
becqmes necessary, of course, to disclose 
the enormous amount of water that has 
been poured into this capitalization. As to 
that, we have just made a beginning. In 
showing the magnitude of it, we have not 
reached the power company at all, though 
that will come along later in good time 
When we get through navigating all those 
ramifications it will be interesting indeed. 
We much fear that in exploring those 
“Rivers of Doubt” we will need a_ boat. 

I am persuaded that the charges cnat 
have been made against the committee, as 
a whole, and as against me personally, are 
merely the utterances of a man who hag 
lost his temper and who is the spoiled child 
of this wonderful creation. 

As this committee is undertaking to serve 
the public, it will undertake to keep them 
advised as to its progress from time tv 
time as opportunity presents itself and as 
the occasion may demand.

Can Take Certificates 
Of Indebtedness as Pay 
For Government Taxes 


Collector of Internal Revenue A. O. 
Blalock has been advised by the treas- 
ury department at Washington that he 
may accept certificates of indebtedness 
maturing June 25, 1918, at par and ac- 
crued interest in payment of income 
and excess profits taxés when payable 
at -or before the maturity of the cer- 
tificates. 

He ‘was advised as follows: 

Inquiries have been received at this de- 
partment as to whether or not the certifi- 
cates of indebtedness could be presented 
at the federal reserve banks in the cities 
in which certificates were held or stored 
by various taxpayers. 

For the purpose of saving taxpayers the 
expense of transmitting such certificates as 
are held in federal reserve cities to the 
office of the collector in whose district the 
taxes are payable, the department has de- 
cided to permit corporations or individuals 
desiring to pay income and excess profits 
taxes by certificates of indebtedness ma- 
turing June 25 to communicate direct with 
the collector of the district in which the 
taxes are payable and to request ffom him 
authority to deposit the certificates with 
the federal reserve banks in the cities in 
which the certificates are at that time 
carried. 

You are, therefore, authorized to permit 
deposits of certificates to be made in any 
federal reserve bank with the distinct un- 
derstanding that the federal reserve bank 
is to issue a certificate of deposit in your 
name covering the face of the certificates 
of indebtedness, and to state on the face 
of the same that the amount represented 
thereby issin payment of income and excess 
profits taxes. The federal reserve bank 
should forward the original certificate so 
issued to this office, and should transmit 
to you the duplicate and triplicate thereof 
accompanied by a statement as to the name 
of the taxpayer for whom the payment is 
made in order that you may make the nec- 
essary record and forward the duplicate to 
the commissioner of internal revenue.

“We are observing wheatless week, 
a sacrifice we accept willingly if 
only they would cook our cornbread 
until it got done! done! done! It is 
unnecessary to further afflict our poor 


‘| flesh by serving our bread half raw— 


annihilating us instead of the Huns— 
by gas attacks.” 

My good old friend broke off to re- 
lieve her feelings with moving elo- 
quence, 

“Isn't that slackness to weary 
digestion for you? 

“Inexcusable inefficiency and at a 
place where no inefficiency should be 
tolerated! 

“Sinful wastefulness! 

‘Unmerited mistreatment—for bread 
to give disgusting repulsive intoler- 
able stuff! 

“To take pay for something to eat 
and hand out something to nauseate.” 

“Why, St. Comfort, you are weeping!” 

“Well,” she smiled whimsically 
through her tears, “man’s inhumanity 
to man makes countless thousands 
mourn,” and then she went on to con- 


sider the subject of cooking and its 
importance so interestingly that I shal) 
give it in full as nearly as I can. 

“The great outstanding shame of it 
is the wastefulness of poor cooking. 
Where prodigality and carelessness 
wastes ohe pound, poor cooking wastes 
two. 

“One great reason that so many peo-

ple refuse to eat thie thing or that is 
that the first time they tried it, it was 
Poorly cooked. Especially is this true 
of dislike of cornbread, for so few, 
even of those who like it and habituel- 
ly eat it, cook it to perfection. 

‘“Cornbreads need to be cooked long- 
er than wheat breads, and a re-cooked 
or warmed-over bread is bettér often 
than when first cooked. There is an 
entirely different flavor to a corm cake, 
even a plain cold-water hoecake, if it 
is cooked slowly for at least hal an 
hour and well browned. 

“Poor cooking—food fouling, I call it 
—ig the effect of the slacker mixture 
of laziness and ignorance—lack of in- 
terest, thoughlessness, inattention. 

“But even poor cooking is relished 
by the healthy appetite. A good old 
sauce is genuine hunger, and we ought 
to bring that ae our compensation to 
the cook, not vitiating it by nibbling 
before meals. 

“Mrs. Cureton gave me this recipe 
for a buttermilk corn lightbread, given 
A. P. Carmichael, that 
has been appreciated by many who are 
cornbread partisans. 

Buttermilk Corn Lightbread. 


1 pint buttermilk. 

1 pint sifted corn meal. 

l egg. 

1-3 cup wheat flour. 

% cup sugar. 

1 teaspoon soda, if the milk is fresh, more 
if sour. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

Mix, beat well, bake in regular loaf size 
pan, greased and hot when the batter. is 
poured in, for at least half an hour.

THE BICYCLE’S RETURN. 


Contrary to general supposition, the use 
of bicycles in this country is growing in 
popular favor by “leaps and bounds.” 

That, at any rate, is the opinion of the 
national organization of bicycle manufactur- 
ers, which recently issued a statistical state- 
ment to that effect. | 

The bicycle makers show by figures that 
500,000 bicycles per annum are being man- 
ufactured in the United States; that, in 
addition, there is an extensive, brisk and 
growing traffic-in used “wheels,” and that 
in. this country at the present time there 
are in use more than 2,900,000 bicycles, of 
which number 86 per cent are owned and 
ridden by workers whd employ them as 
means of transportation to and from their 
employment. 

For that reason, probably more than for 
any other, Georgia has shown but slight, if 
any, increase in the genera! use of this once 
popular little machine, the majority of them 
being owned and ridden in the manufactur- 
ing centers of the north and east. Another 
reason undoubtedly lies in the fact that as 
a general thing our highways, urban and 
rural, are not conducive to the riding of 
wheels with that degree of ease and comfort 
that comes with smooth pavements and 
hard-surface roads. ‘ 

The bicycle ought to be as popular in 
the south as anywhere else, and it ought 
to be popular everywhere, because it is at 
once a cheap, safe—and, on good highways, 
swift and certain—means of independent 
rapid-transit; and at the same time it is 
exhilarating to a high degree, and extremely 
healthful. 

Cycling has passed through a variety of 
stages during the last double-decade or so; 
first as a fad in high fashion, then as a pop- 
ular athletic sport, next as a waning pastime. 
lastly as a more or less irksome means of 
locomotion whereby the “poor man” sought 
to save carfare in pursuit of his daily bread. 

It is gratifying that the little contriv- 
ance, after all of its evolutions from the 
deadly high-wheeled, solid-tired instrument 
of torture and peril, down to the modern 
pneumatic, gear or chain-driven “safety,” is 
“coming back.” 

Its recrudescence is mainly ascribed to 
the war. Undoubtedly one of the most 
potent factors responsible for its waning 
popularity in the past was the ability of 
bicycle riders to buy cheap automobiles.

Bitter experience has taught the peoples 
at war with Germany that when Berlin 
talks peace it means war, that a German 
campaign for peace bears no relation what- 
ever to honest and sincere attempts to make 
peace, but is purely and simply designed to 
contribute to the military success of the 
kaiser upon the battlefield. 

Less than a year ago in Russia and sub- 
sequently in Italy we had an'‘admirable and 
final example of what German peace pro- 
posals mean. Then the Germans used the 
talk peace to disorganize and disrupt Russia. 
Temporarily auopting the Bolsheviki phrase 
of “peace without annexations and without 
indemnities,’ German agents and German 
influences procured the utter demoralization 
ofthe Russian army and then of the Rus- 
sian public. 

A few months later the same process was 
repeated in the case of Italy. Just as un- 
mistakably as the German general employed 
his artillery and his gas to reduce the 
barbed wire entanglements and incapacitate 
the enemy troops before an infantry attack, 
the German statesman and propagandist 
used the peace discussion to break down 
the intellectual and moral defenses of 
the Italian people. Wien the propaganda 
preparation was complete the army attacked, 
and we hed the disaster of the Upper Isonzo. 

Today it is essential to recognize at the 
outset of a new peace offensive that it is 
once more a war measure. The German is 
using the talk of peace to prepare the way 
for a new attack by his armies. He is seek- 
ing to effect = breach in the moral trench 
lines of his fue, as he used \is artillery to 
prepare the way for his great attack of 
March 21. 

Te Avoid German Trap. 

We are, then, bound not to fall into the 
trap. We are bound beyond all else to avoid 
playing the German game by one more gen- 
eral and solemn discussion of alleged Ger- 
man peace terms, which suddenly leap from 
outer darkness to the headlines and front 
pages of all newspapers and become the topic 
of discussion of millions of people. This is 
exactiy what the German wants to procure, 
this is the result which he is seeking and 
this is the result which in the past he has to 
avery great extent succeeded 
to the very great injury of his enemies and 
to his own considerable temporary advan- 
tage. 

The German is at present committed to 
the greatest offensive of all human history. 
He is in the midst of operations from which 
he hopes to emerge the master of the world. 
He still expects to crush the British armies 
in France before the American troops can 
arrive in sufficient numbers to deprive him 
of the initiative and the offensive for the 
balance of the war. 

There is not the smallest warrant for 
the belief at the present hour that, despite 
obvious delays and temporary disappoint- 
ments, the German does not expect to win 
his great battle. We are confident, we on 
the allied side, because we-have escaped a 
great disaster and achieved a unity of com- 
mand and a co-ordination of resources 
which must give us greater powers for re- 
sistance than ever before. But there is no 
reason for foolish optimism. The simple 
truth is that we have been twice in two 
months on the edge of grave disasters, the 
extent of which it is still unwise to disevss. 

The German knows how near he came 
to winning the war between March 21 and 
April 1. He expects to win it now, thanks 
to the advantages gained in that tragic ten

days. But he is intensely anxious that his 
foes should helieve that he has lost hope, 
that he has abandoned his grandiose expec- 
tations, and that he is really suing for peace 
under cover of neutral agencies. If he can 
establish this idea his next attack will be 
an even greater surprise than his last. 
A Campaign Detail. 

In‘the same fashion the German is seek- 
ing to asseil the morale of the people be- 
hind the line. Another reverse in Flanders 
or Picardy would have tenfold effect if it 
had been preceded by a period of optimism 
and a general belief that the German had 
“shot his bolt” and was about to throw up 
the sponge. We may noi fathom al! that 
the German has in his mind, in launching 
his new peace offensive, but we may safely 
—we must, necessarily—recognize that this 
peace offensive .has an intimate relation to 
the war offensive, that it is a detail in the 
military campaign of 1918, and it is as im- 
portant as a military circumstances, as the 
drive for Amiens or the advance toward the 
channel. 

Recognizing this, we must all of us con- 
tribute to repulsing the offensive. There is 
a simple and complete answer to this offen- 
sive. The German wants his enemies to talk 
peace. He wants to repeat his successes of 
a year ago, when, whiie he was organizing 
his Italian offensive and preparing for the 
partition of Russia, he had everybody in the 
enemy countries solemnly and sagely 
cussing the termination of the war, 
various elements in the pppulation 
ought to hawe been co-operating 
Germany quarreline over what 
terms of peace. 

Decision Still Undecided. 

The decision of this war will be had in 
Flanders and Picary. The German will win 
or lose the war as he wins or loses this bat- 
tle. He has. not lost it and he is 
ready to attack with his armies 
fore making a third attack, which may be 
the most terrible, and will certainly be the 
last colossal endeavor, given his expenditure 
of men and material, he has launched a new 
peace offensive. 

This is all that sane 
in the allied countries 
It is idle, foolish, it 
insanity to discuss peace terms under exist- 
ing We are to recognize that 
for his own purposes, which remain military 
and Prussian, German has started a 
new peace discussion, and, realizine this, we 
must talk war, think war, do war. Germany 
is still seeking victory and not peace before 
victory. We, too, are seeking victory, mili- 
tary victory, which is the sole chance of pre- 
serving the things we love and believe in. 
Germany has now aitacked those behind the 
line as she attacked the lire a few 
ago. Her military attack has been checked, 
for the moment, at least; the moral essanlt 
must be halted permanently at its point of 
departure.

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PERSONS WILL HANDLE 
FISHERIES IN GEORGI 


Former President of Senate 
Will Aid Dr. Andrew M. 
Soule in His Work. 


Salt ‘water fisheries regulations, for- 
mulated by the United States food. ad- 
ministration May 2, with the primary 
object of increasing the output of fish 
caught in American waters, will be 
enforced in Georgia by G. Ogden Per- 
sons, field agent, according to an an- 
nouncement made Friday by Andrew M. 
Soule, state food administrator. 

Mr. Persons, fofmerly president of 
the state senate, will have his office 
in the food administration suite in the 
Chamber of Commerce building and will 
handle, in addition to the fish business 
of the office, the administration of ice 
plants and the distribution offices. 

The general salt water fisheries reg- 
ulations apply to the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts, the Gulf of Mexico, the wa- 
ters of awaii and the waters of Porto 
Rico. Special rules will govern the At- 
lantic coast, with the exception of in- 
shore waters, and other special rules 
will apply to inshore Atlantic waters 


and the Pacific coast. 

Under the new regulations all salt 
water fish, which can be marketed oth- 
erwise than at actual loss to the fish- 


ermen, must be made available for hu- 
man consumption. While licensed fish- 
ermen will be required to comply with. 
all state laws which do not conflict 
with the federal regulations, most of 
the broad local restrictions will be' 
lifted. They may conduct operations in 
any of the Atlantic coast outside wa-, 
ters or in any part of the Gulf of Mex- : 
ico merely by complying with the} 
license applicable to citizens’ residents 
of the state in which they fish. Purse! 
seines and practically every other form: 
of- producing gear may be used with- 
out restriction throughout the year and - 
without regard to “closed seasons.” The 
ban is also lifted on night fishing and: 
torch fishing. 
The general regulations provide for 
the inspection and control of vessels, 
gear and equipment by government: 
agents. 
The food administration believes that | 
the broad fishing operations made pos- 
sible through these regulations will 
stimulate salt water fishing and tend, 
to bing the catch back to normal, and 
largely compensate for the increased 
operating costs and for substantial 
losses in men, gear and vessels that 
have resulted from war conditions.

SHARP RECOVERY 
FEATURE OF WEEK 


Advance in Cotton Attrib- 
uted to Stronger Technical 
Position, the Strength of 
Southern Spot and Unsat- 
isfactory Crop Progress, 


New York, May 10.—The decline 
which culminated around 24.35 for July 
contracts on last Saturday, or 47.25 
per bale below the high record of early 
last month, has been followed by a 
sharp recovery in the cotton market 
during the last week. Trading was 
quiet and the advance gradual! during 
its earlier stages, but the uneasiness of 
shorts appeared to increase as prices 
worked upward, while buyers gained 
confidence, and the market today 
moved rapidly with July selling at 
27.24, or about $14.45 per bale above 
the recent low level. 

This advance has been chiefly at- 
tributed to three features. First, the 
stronger technical position after the 
extensive liquidation of last month; 
second, the failure of southern spot 
markets to weaken as rapidly as. ex- 
pected, and third, the unsatisfactory 
progress of the crop. When the recent 
selling movement started at the begin- 
ning of April the prospects as indicated 
by the first weekly crop report of the 
season, were most favorable for an 
early new crop start. 

Each weekly report published by the 
weather nate since then, however, 
has read unfavorably, and tempéra- 
tures during the last day or two have 
again been undesirably 
southwest. It does not appear to be 
anticipated by the average trader here 
that the delays so far reported will 
prevent a good crop if growing _condi- 
tions from now on are favorable, but 
the reports of delayed.germination or 
replanting have served to emphasize 
the uncertainties still to be encount- 
ered. 

It is considered probable that the sit- 
vation in this respect has also had a 
bullish influence on southern spot hold- 
ers, and the reappearance of a moder- 
ate trade demand around the ring here 
toward the end of the week served to 
stimulate covering. The reduction of- 
ficially announced in marine war risks 
and the reported increase in output of 
new tonnage favored a more hopeful 
view of export prospects, but private 
cables said that the outlook for addi- 
tional restrictions on Liverpool im- 
ports had been a bullish factor in that 


market.

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FRENCH ARAN DIPS NEWS OF THE CHURCHES :: 


SIX GERMAN AIRPLANES 


Lieut. Fonck Performed Ex- 
ploit Thursday in the Course 
of Two Patrols. 


Paris, May 10.—Six German airplanes 
were brought down yesterday by sub- 
Lieutenant Rene Fonck, the war office 
announces. 

The statement follows: 

“Yesterday Lieutenant Fonck brought 
down six German biplanes in the course 
of two patrols. He downed the first 
two in ten seconds, the third five min- 
utes later, and the other three in the 
course of the second patrol.” 

Lieutenant Fonck’s achievement of 
yesterday has never been equalled. He 
is the greatest French air battler since 


|the death of Captain Gunemeyer. 


I am going to revenge Lieutenant 
Chaput,” declared Lieutenant Fonck be- 
fore taking the air yesterday morning. 
Chaput, who had accounted for sixteen 
——n machines, was killed last Fri- 

ay. 

Lieutenant Fonck had just left the 
region of the airdrome when he en- 
countered an enemy squadrilla. He 
drove straight at them, opening fire 
with his machine gun and shot down 
two of the Germans in less than ten 
seconds. He then went after a third 
machine and sent it crashing to earth 
five minutes later. 

Lieutenant Fonck returned to the 
airdrome to take on more gasoline and 
to rest before going out for the second 
patrol, where he met another squadril- 
la. One two-seater he shot to pieces 
in the air and two others he saw 
strike the ground, all within five min- 
utes. 

Lieutenant Chaput, who was reported 
killed yesterday, was a friend of 
Georges Carpentier, the French heavy- 
weight boxer; the late Captain Guyne- 
mer, and also of American aviators 
who have been fighting on the French 
front. 


Lieutenant Fonck, who recently took 
a leading place among the French aces, 
was credited unofficially nearly a 
month ago with having shot down thir- 
ty-four German machines.

Italy, considered a music- 
loving, art-craving nation, has done 
more for America than any other na- 
tion. It has built her skyscrapers, her 
railways, her factories, her bridges; in 
fact, where would America be without 
Italian labor? Yet Italy of all the al- 
lies was most neglected by the United 
States. When you see the flagy of the 
allies the Italian flag is not there, when 
the national hymns of the allies are 
sung, the Italian national song is miss- 
ing, but Italy can no longer be kept the 
Cinderalla of the allies.

Berlin, May 10.—(Via London.)—The 
British attempt to blockade the harbor 
of Ostend was a failure, according to 
an official statement issued today. An 
old cruiser, entirely battered to pieces, 
hies aground before the harbor outside 
the navigation channel, and the en- 
trance to the harbor is quite free, the 
statement continues.
